In instructing the jury before it

The local official today exhibited 
letters, some of them written in 1910 
in which D. B. Clark, then state vet- 
inarian, admitted 
that test, sheets 
“appear to me to be decidedly frau­ 
dulent.” 
“There is no 
question but what 
false reports are being made,” said 
Dr. Furstman today. 
“ I don't know’ 
whether it is because the men 
in

“ No doubt the union laborers nev­ 
er thought that they were constant­ 
ly doing an injustice to store clerks, 
and I want to show them how they 
have been and to ask them to help

“ Lots of people have an idea that 
when the merchant keeps his store 
open on a holiday, or on Sunday, he 
is simply selfish and prefers to do it. 
The truth is, the merchant does it 
because he is forced to do it; he 
sympathizes with his 
clerks,

wants them to have their holidays 
just as othe r workers have theirs. 
“ Why does he keep them at work, 
sometimes? 
“ Because the union laborers, the 
class of workers that are best paid 
and valuable customers, 
want 
to 
trade. 
They have secured legisla­ 
tion and labor contracts giving them 
shorter hours: they have secured lib­ 
erty on legal holidays for themselves, 
and they don’t work Sundays. But 
it is their wish to be able to trade 
on legal holidays and Sundays, when 
they are free from work, th at has 
made hundreds of clerks, human be­ 
ings like themselves, labor to wait 
upon them instead of also enjoying 
a holiday. 
“ I haven’t an idea that 
union 
workers realized they were compell­ 
ing one class of labor to toil while 
their own class made holiday, but 
now that they know’ it, I feel they 
will help their fellow workers by re­ 
fusing to trade on holidays and Sun­ 
days.

000,000 for only twenty-six miles of

said: “ Many reputations will be dam­

There is just one way to make < 
your cakes rise high and keep an 
even surface. 
Have your oven 
moderate at first, until the cake is 
fully rizen; then increase the heat, 
so as to brown it over quickly. 
Extreme heat stiffens the dough. 
If you stiffen the outside of the 
cake before the rising is complete, 
you stop the rising process. Then 
the leavening gas, forming inside, 
will bulge up the center, where 
the dough is still soft, aud spoil 
the shape of the cake. 
aa 


KOTH—Biscuits or other 
pastries 
made from stiff dough, that are cut into 
shapes for the oven, bake in a hot oven. 
This i9 because the cut surfaces of the 
dough do not scar over, but rather 
leave the pores open, allowing the 
leavening gas to escape and the heat to 
penetrate readily. 
Small ovens cool 
quickly; therefore they should be made 
several degrees hotter than a larger 
oven, and the less the door is opened 
the better. 
Do not attempt to bake 
bread and pastry together. 
Bread re­ 
quires prolonged, moderate baking— 
pastry the reverse. 


Have a strong underheat for baking 
powder preparations, especially pastry.
